by Emmett, a bean grower with 
a 
ranch in Ventura and a lease on t h e ' 
San Joaquin, is contracting 
to 
do 
threshing at twenty-five cents, w hich’ 
is the usual price paid by threshers 
by Ventura growers. 
The controversy seems likely to he 
settled within a few days. 
Arrange­ 
ments are being made for a meeting 
of the threshers and the growers, at 
which their differences will probably 
he 
discussed 
and 
an 
agreement 
reached for the harvest of the great 
crop of beans on the San Joaquin. 
•lust now the cutters are 
in 
the 
midst of their work) 
Scores of men 
are engaged in piling the vines, leav­ 
ing them to dry and be ready for the 
coming of the 
threshers. 
In 
dry 
warm weather limas can lie threshed 
eight or ten days after they are cut. 
With cloudy mornings and ordinary 
sized piles, the beans will 
not

dried out and ready for the thresher 
within fourteen or fifteen days.

LOS ANGELES PRODUCE MARKET 


The chili season is at its height 
and canning of that product is going 
on in full swing in Los Angeles, and 
also at a number of other factories 
scattered through Southern California 
In addition large quantities of chili are 
being evaporated, and the total out­ 
put of the spicy vegetable will amount 
to upward of 3000 tons this y ear, a 
record-breaking crop. 
In the Santa 
Paula district, 
where 
approx imately 
1000 acres were given over to chili, 
a number of large new driers have 
been installed, and are working over 
time on the crop. Locally t,he market 
is amply supplied with chili peppers, 
which are selling as low as 2 cents 
a pound. 
Bell peppers have not been 
so plentiful this y ear, and the price 
has held up well, the lowest quota­ 
tion reached so far being 5 cents, and 
this not on the best stock. 
The crop 
has also been very late, on account of 
the cool weather. 
An advance of $1 a ton was 
an­ 
nounced y esterday morning on rolled 
barley , and on wheat, pursuant with 
the rise of these products in the East 
Barley has been very low in price up 
to this time, and farmers are begin 
ning to figure that they will be able 
to get a 
profit 
commensurate 
with 
their work in producing on account of 
the war situation. 
The crop is 
very 
large, considerably in ex cess of last 
y ear. 
Hay is showing a little more 
firmness, and some advances are look 
ed for soon. 
Receipts of eggs were 218 cases 
The price of eggs is steady , and re 
inained unchanged in trading y ester 
day .
